INTRODUCE BILL 
TO REPEAL CALIF. 
— SYNDICALISM LAW 


Thos. Maloney of F. and 
Others Forced to Risautine 
Great Demand 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 21. 
Assemblyman Thos, Maloney, of 
San Francisco has introduced a 
bill into the State Legislature for 
the repeal of the Criminal Syndic- 
alism Law, which is now before the 
judiciary committee. 

The state committee for the Re- 
peal of the C. S. Law considered 
this an indication of the 
sentiment against the law particul- 
arly as a result of the last signa- 
ture campaign during which more 
than 50.000 were collected, and the 
steps being taken now for a re- 
newed campaign during which it 
is expected that the 150,000 neces- 
sary signatures to put the. repeal 
question on the ballot, will be col- 
lected. Maloney has the spport of 
several others including Hornblow- 
er of San Francisco, Chas. W. 
Dempster of Los Angeles and oth- 
ers, who are interested in estab- 
lishing for themselves a liberal re- 
putation. 

Ali indications point to a much 
broader campaign than last year 
with many A. F. of L. locals already 
giving endorsement, and sending

At a prelitiinary hearing beld be- 
fore Judge Fritz, January #7th, Mo- 
toharu Inouyé was bound over to 
the Superior Court for trial on some 
unstated future date. 

This is the case growing out of 
the shooting and serious wounding 
of Comrade T. Okutsu, a member 
of the Communist Party of America, 
by Inouye, a Fascist spy, considered 
to be in the employ of the Japanese 
Consulate of San Francisco. 

Comrade Okutsu went to the 
print shop of the Reactionary Jap- 
anese paper, “Hokubei Asaki Shim- 
bun,” to collect subscriptions for 
“Rodo Shimbun,” official Japanese 
Organ of the Communist Party of 
America. As he was leaving Inouye 
began shooting at him, two bullets 
taking effect, one on his ankle, 
the other in his tigh, wounding him 
seriously.

San Francisco News, one of the Scripps Howard 
chain, is now engaged in a ballyhoo campaign for the 
“Barter Plan” as a solution for the crisis. A great appeal 
is made to “public minded citizens who will undertake 
to lead the organization of this substitute for money.”’ 
The News building is offered for beginning such enter- 
prises. 

The executive secretary of the State Division of Mar- 
keting, Ben S. Allen, has already announced that all poss- 
ible assistance will be given for advancing the plan. The 
bosses, their press and government agents look to this 
plan with great hope. 


“SELF-HELP” SCHEME REVIVED 


There is nothing new in the barter plan. It is only 
another name for the self-help schemes sponsored by 
fakers in many parts of the country. The Western Worker 
has been continually unmasking these substitutes for strug- 
gle, and there is very little new to deal with here. 

It is obvious, however, that the heaviest artillery seems 
to be mobilized for introducing the plan in San Francisco. 

The News continually points out that San Francisco 
is one of the large cities still ‘behind,’ having no barter | 
plan. f 

But what the News considers “behind” is, on the con- 
trary, to the credit of the workers of San Francisco. This 
is not the first attempt to introduce the scheme. For over 
a year every attempt has been nipped in the bud, thru 
the alertness of the Unemployed Council members. 


SCHEME TO REDUCE RELIEF 


The workers were soon told of the experiences with | 
the self-help schemes in other parts. It is a plan for | 
shifting the burden of relief to the workers themselves | 
in place of directing demands to the bosses and the gov-, 
ernment. It’s a plan for reducing oe wages of many work- | 
ers to only script or provisions valued at about 10% | 
to 20% of the prevailing wages. ane by no means least | 
important, it is a means of making the starving jobless a | 
prey for fakers to exploit. | 

The present attempt is to create a united front of all) 
fakers. Austin Lewis of the Socialist Party who has so 
far met with failure to organize this kind of a racket in| 
the Bay area will probably join in this movement. 


SAN FRANCISCO BETTER OFF WITHOUT THEM 


Is the plight of the unemployed in San Franicso any | 
worse because of the “backwardness” as the News terms | 
it? Everyone knows that altho little to boast about, relief | 
in San Francisco is still comparatively higher than in most | 
parts. For instance it is much higher than that given in | 
Seattle where the News informs us that 100,000 are | 
organized on a self-help basis. The same is true in com- | 
parison with Portland, Salt Lake City and any other im- | 
portant center wherethe News says the workers casual 
hit upon the right track. 


The News bewails the fact that San Francisco’ | 
|

relief bill is rising to over $500,000 monthly. That is not 
for the workers to worry about but the bosses and their 
government. It only shows that the continual fighting on 
the part of te Unemployed Councils has forced the Assoc- 
iated Charities officials so that they dare not turn down 
applicants for relief. 


SCHEME IS TRAP SET BY BOSSES 


For the workers of San Francisco to accept the sug-| 
gestion being made by the bosses thru the News is | 
nothing short of falling into a trap and the beginning of! 
an onslaught upon concessions won after bitter struggles, 
costing many brutal beatings at the hands of the police, | 
many arrests, and jail sentences. 

Only the continual struggle as represented by the Un-| 
employed Councils will force the maximum relief. | 

The campaign of the News is a challenge to the | 
Unemployed Councils. They hope to catch them asleep. | 
Their calculations are not altogether unfounded. Many) 
Councils, with the State Hunger March over are relaxing | 
and resting on their laurels. But the March was to be ay 
means for intensifying the fight, and no time should be | 
lost in doing so. | 

The fight must now be carried into neighborhoods and | 
block committees must be organized everywhere, and be, 
on the alert for every case of lack of relief.

It Is a fact that all energy of 
whatever sort may be measured 
in units of ergs, joules, or cal- 
ories.

A company can examine the 
sample of a certain grade of 
gasoline and tel! you In figures 
that will never change’ exactiy 
the maximum number of heat 
units that can ever be extract- 
ed from that grade. He can 
measure exactiy and that ex- 
act measurement Is absolutely 
necessary in running our sys- 
tem. But can the sales man- 
ager in the office next to the 
labratory tell you the price of 
gas next month, next year or 
ten years hence? It !s absolute- 
ly impossible and because it Is 
impeseible we are playing with 
dynamite when we attempt to 
harness the system to price.

LABOR BASIS FOR VALUE 


On the surface it appears as 
all exchange value is measured in 
terms of gold and silver money. We 
sav that a certain articie has-a cer- 
tain price. Indeed an article doesn’t 
always have the same price. Con- 
sider a pair of shoes-—not only 
can you buy the same. size shoes 
at quite varied prices (for example 
between $1.00 and $15.00) but even 
the very shoes that cost $1.00 to-day 
may cost only ninety cents or $1.25 
a few days later. Now the question 
arises—What explanation can we 
give for these differences? Why 
can’t a pair of shoes cost the same 
amount of dollars at all times? 

For the answer we must go be- 
neath surface appearances. Let us 
consider the reason for the same 
pair of shoes fluctuating in price. 
There are many factors, that ac- 
count for this. For example if the 
market Has a great volume of shoes 
yn hand and small demand for them 
the dealer will sell cheaper in order 
‘o close out their stocks. If, as in 
war time, there are not enough 
shoes and the demand is great the 
dealer will ask more money for 
them. This question of supply and 
demand is one of the most import- |

The first sensible analysis of 
exchange value as tabor-time, 
made so clear as to seem al- 
most commonplace, is to he 
found in the work of a man 
of the new world.... That man 
is Benjamin Franklin, who form- 
ulated the fundamental law of 
modern political economy In his 
first work which he wrote when 
a mere youth and published In 
1721 (A Modest Inquiry Into 
the Nature and Necessity of 
Paper Currency): He deciares 
“It is mecessary to look for 
another measure of value than 
precious metals. That measure 
is labor. By labor may the 
value of silver be measured 
ae well as other things.”

A PUPPET STATE 

Retention and strengthening of 
military and economie chains upon 
the Philippines, coupled with the 
need of native bourgeois support, 
brought the 30 years old fight for 
freedom to a head this year, and 
the result is one of the purest ex- 
amples of the “benevolence” of the 
American Impertalist pelicy. It 
provides a native “government” of 
hative bourgeois agents, and throt- 
tles them economically and politic- 
ally. ,The Philippine Constitution 
must be approved the United 
States. Any amendment to. the 
Constitution must be approved by 
the President. In fact, the Pres- 
ident has a blanket right to sus- 
pend any law they enact. 

While these chains are being 
made fast in the twelve transition 
years, provisions give American im. 
ports preference and enable them 
to increase their stranglehold, a 
very imporant matter to any Im- 
perialist country. In 1930 Americ- 
an imports amounted to $78,133,028 
—or 80% of the total. 


MILITARY BA§ES RETAINED 

Freedom is to found only in the 
fists of the workers themselves, 
and in organization they are fight- 
ing back. Realizing this, and ad- 
mitting the growth of the mass 
revolutionary movement and the 
influence of the Communist Party 
in the Islands, Hoover based his 
veto in part on the claim that dur- 
ing the transition period American 
Imperialism “would be daiiy faced 
with the likelihood of having to 
employ military measures to main- 
tain order in a degenerating milit- 
ary and economic situation.” The 
group he spoke for held it unsafe 
to release, even the slightest bit, 
complete control for at least fifteen 
or twenty years. 

The “independence” bill provides 
for the permanent retaining of all 
military bases, which may be in- 
creased at will during the twelve 
years remaining. This is, as Hoover 
goes on, “because the political dan- 
gers of the situation are greatly 
increased by the present instability 
in the Orient.” Meaning, of course, 
the spread of the Chinese Soviets 
and the growth of the Communist 
influence in the Islands. Amercian- 
Japanese rivairy in Asiatic markets 
is a determining factor iu increas- 
ing naval bases for “the spirit of 
Imperialism and exploitation of peo- 
ples by other races has not depart- 
ed from this earth.” America fears 
“the entry into the Philippines of 
a neighboring military power,” ad- 
ded the hypocrite Hoover.

But the 
best elements amongst these tech- 
nicians will not be mislead—they 
will rise above the confusion of 
Technocracy and other similar mid- 
die-class and capitalist philosophies 
and join the revolutionary masses. 
Some of Technocracy’s catch-phra- 
ses in a more distilled form may 
become part of a Fascist ideology 
in this country. It may affect some 
sections of the workers and poor 
farmers. But that depends largely 
upon the leadership of the Cos 
munist movement, who must now 
conduct a bitter struggle against 
Technocracy; giving them no less 
quarter or toleration than any other 
Sroup of capitalist misleaders. 

The building of the Communist 
Party, the greater distribution of 
Communist literature, the increased 
struggle against capitalist oppres- 
sion, exploitation and demagogy 
will be the best teacher of the 
masses against the confusion of 
Technocracy and for a revolution- 
ary way out of the crisis.
